BURLINGTON, Io., May 16.—Champ 
Clark won 15 and Woodrow Wilson 7 
of the 26 lowa district delegates to the 
Democratic national convention in the 
caucuges held prior to the opening of 
the State convention here today. The 
four delegates-at-large also will be for 
Clark. 

Although the delegates were chosen 
without instructions from their district 
caucuses, they are thus divided on per- 
sonal preference. 

Confronted by a dispute over the ques- 
tion of whether the 26 delegates shall 
bé instructed under the unit rule to vote 
for Clark for President or express their 
personal preference in the matter of a 
candidate, the convention met shortly 
‘before noon today. The 1034 delegates 
were slow in reaching the convention 
hall from the district caucuses. 

Chairman N. F. Reed of the Demo-, 
cratic State Centra] Committee intro- 
duced M. F. Healy of Fort Dodge as the 
temporary chairman, who announced 
the committees on Permanent Organiza- 
tion, Credentials and Resolutions.

every mention of William J. Bryan’s 
name in Healy’s address.

THREE MEN FOUND 
ON TITANIC RAFT, 
STARVED TO DEATH 


Oceanic Crew Tells of Seeing 
Bodies and Evidences That 2 
Were Thrown Overboard. 


SEA BURIAL IS PROVIDED 


Episcopal Service Is Read as Un- 


fortunates Are Dropped 
Into the Ocean. 





NEW YORK, May !6.--The Oceanic 
of the White Star Liae came to port 
early today bringing stil another *ap- 
ter of the Titanic horror. Monday 
last, in mid-ocean, she found a Ti- 


tanic “‘life raft,” as the box-like fold- 
ing contrivances of cork and canvas 
and wood were called. In it were three 
bodies. 

There were evidences that there had 
been at least two other persons in the 
raft and that these had died and their 
bodies had been thrown overboard. It 
seemed probable that all had died of 
starvation. The three remaining bodies 
were buried at sea by a detachment of 
the Oceanic’s crew. 

Contradictg Carpathia Report, 

When the captain of the Carpathia. 
after he had gone to the rescue of the 
fleet of lifeboats drifting about over 
the Titanic’s grave, reported that he 
had accounted for all of the sunken hn- 
er’s boats and rafts, there was wonder 
over his lucky thoroughness. 

The finding of the raft by the Oceanic 
was held by seafaring men as evidence 
that his message was but another of the 
statements that came from the sea to a 
frightened, horror-stricken world with 
intent to make the disaster seem IJéss 
terrible. 

The raft was sighted by the Oceanic 
about noon Monday. A boat was sent 
to it, and immediately returned, report- 
ing the finding of three bodies. The boat 
was sent back with a new crew in 
charge of Surgeon French. The bodies 
were prepared for sea burial, and oa 
French committed them: to ‘the wa 
as ‘be-read the Episcopal burial eerv- 
ice. 

Dr,; Frénch’s opinion that the men 
starved to death is based on the finding 
of smal] bits Of éork in the mouths of 
the dead men, which hé believes they 
chewed to allay the pangs of hunger. 
One of the bodies is believed to be that 
of Thomson Beattie, a passenger, and 
the others of sailors. 

“In the bow of the raft,’’ said Dr. 
French, ‘was the body of a fireman. 
At the stern was the body of a sailor 
and that of a cabin passenger, dressed 
for dinner, with an overcoat pulled 
over his evening clothes. We found a 
tailor’s tag inside his coat pocket in- 
dicating that he was Thompson Beat- 
tie of Chicago. 

Ring as Identification Mark. 

“That there had been other persons in 
the boat was shown by a double ring, 
which we found wrapped in paper, as 
though taken by the survivors for the 
purpose of identification. It was such 
a ring as a widow might cause to be 
made of her own and her husband’s 
wedding rings; the two had been fused 
together. On the inside of half of the 
ring was the inscription ‘Edward to 
Creda,’ and some figures, apparently a 
date which we could not make out. 

‘There was also a fur overcoat which 
seemed from the inner tag of the pocket 
to have been made for a man named 
Williams.” 

Mme. Narcelle Narvritil of Nice, 
France, arrived on the Oceanic, to get 
her two children, Michol and Edmund, 
who were rescued from the Titanic, 
while their father perished. The widow 
was met at the plier by her cousin, Miss 
Rese Brunc of Elkins Park, Md., and 
Miss Margaret Hays of this dity, who 
for weeks cared for the little survivors.

Coroner’s Jury Didn’t Hold J. P. 
Connors of Oklahoma, but 
. He Demanded Trial. 


FORMERLY A ST. LOUISAN 











Star Catcher in Old Browns Ball 
Team Became Democratic 
Politician. 


McALESTER, Ok., May 16.—A jury 


in the Superior Court, in the case of 
Judge J. P. Connors of Canadian, for 
murder, after being out only 15 minutes, 
returned a verdict of not guilty. Judge 
Conners was charged with having killed 
his. son, J. P. Connors Jr., aged 27, 
on May 12, at their home. 

He surrendered to the officers, and a 
coroner’s jury refused to hold him. But 
he demanded a trial. 

He shot his son five times, while the 
latter was rushing on him with an open 
razor. The son ran away from home 
12 years ago. He tramped over the 
world, returning at intervals. He had 
squandered his allotment and frequent- 
ly was given money by his father. 

A week before the killing, he re- 
turned, after an absence of a year, and 
demanded $500, saying he ~ would kill 
the Judge and all the family if he did 
not get it. 

He became intoxicated on the day of 
the tragedy, and broke all the windows 
of the house. As the Judge entered 
the kitchen, the son ran at him, say- 
ing, ‘‘I told you I would kill all the 
family and I will begin on you,’’ The 
Judge at that time had not-slept for 
four nights; fearing for the lives of 
his family, 

Judge Connors, an intermarried Choc- 
taw citizen, was president of the 
State Board of Agriculture during the 
Haskell administration. He farms ex- 
tensively, and is one of the best known 
of the State’s Democratic politicians. 
He was. a Choctaw judge under the 
Indian Government. 

He came to this section 30 years ago 
from St. Louis, where in the seventies 
he’ was the star catcher of the St. Louis 
Browns. He is much @rieved over the 
tragedy.

Mrs. Bruns Says He Was Miss 
Edgar’s Chiropodist, Asks Sep- 
arate Maintenance. 





Mrs. Millie Bruns of 2745 Lafayette av- 
enue, who is suing her husband, Ed- 
ward Bruns, for separate maintenance, 
tdld a Post-Dispatch reportér Thursday 
that she virtually had been rele- 


gated to the rank of a servant in her 
own house for more than eight years 
by Miss Belle Edgar, a saleswoman, 
who, she said, seemed to dominate 
Bruns’ affections, and demand his con- 
stant attentions. 

So unusual was the regard Bruns and 
Miss Edgar had for each other, Mrs. 
Bruns declared, that he used to button 
her dresses and perform the duties of 
a chiropodist for her, while she recipro- 
cated by caring for his laundry, buying 
his socks and reading to him each 
night into the small hours of the morn- 
ing. 

After Bruns and his wife had retired, 
Mrs. Bruns said, Miss Edgar would 
come into the bedroom, barefooted, and 
wearing a low-necked night dress, put 
her feet on the bed and begin reading. 
Sometimes, the wife said, Miss Edgar 
would. get drowsy after hours of read- 
ing and begin to nod over her book. 
When Bruns would arouse her by: in- 
quiring if she were sleepy, she would 
reply “‘No,’’ and start reading again, 
Mrs. Bruns said. 

Girl Liked Poetry. 

Miss Edgar, according to Mrs. Bruns, 
was very fond of poetry, but, Bruns 
leaned strongly to love stories of the 
“best-seller’’ type. To adjust this dif- 
ference of tastes, Miss Edgar sometimes 
read poetry about half the night and 
then turned to a popular novel for the 
benefit of Bruns. 

Mrs. Bruns said she usually was weary 
after a day of hard work in caring for 
her home, but if she asked her hus- 
band to have Miss Edgar stop reading, 
he would say, “Oh, go to sleep. This 
doesn't concesn you.” 

“My husband met Miss Edgar in 
Omaha about ten years ago, when he 
was working there as a salesman,”’ 
said Mrs. Bruns.’ ‘“‘When he returned 
to St. Louis, she followed him and I 
was introduced to her at a funeral. A 
few days later, apparently by accident, 
she met me downtown and asked me 
if she might come to our house to 
board, saying she did not like to stay 
with a strange family. 

“I thought it was all right, so I let}? 
her come. But it wasn’t very long until 
I saw my mistake. Miss Edgar began 
finding fault with my housekeeping and 
cooking and often corrected our chil- 
dren. When I would remonstrate, she 
would say, ‘Oh, you're a back num- 
ber.’

“Once my husband announced that 
he was going to Chicago on a business 
trip, and Miss Edgar suddenly decided 
she would go to Chicago to visit a sis- 
ier she had not seen for 15 years.

“Don’t you.know she has been helping 
support the family?” 

After Miss Edgar was gone, Bruns 
became morose and refused to speak 
to his wife any more than was absolute- 
ly necessary, she said. 

Miss Edgar, a large and prepossessing 
blonde, had little to say when seen by a 
reporter at the downtown store where 
she is employed. 

“You must be talking to the wrong 
Belle Edgar,’’ she said loftily. “If you 
are sure you are not, then I have noth- 
ing to say.”

bigamy. ; 

Judge Wurdeman and Prosecuting At- 
torney Mills Thursday: told a- Post-Dis 
patch reporter that they would not be 
surprised if Drummond were to walk 
into the Clayton courthouse any day 
and give himself up. 

These stdatenients followed a visit to 
Clayton by Drummond's. attorney, Ford 
W. Thompeon, and the persistent rumor 
that Drummond is now in or near St. 
Louls waiting for terms to be made for 
his surrender. 

Mills Tells of Lawyer's Visit. 

Prosecuting Attorney Mills told of 
Thompson's visit to him. 

“Thompson was out here a few days 
ago,”’ said Mills. “He tried to find out 
my attitude and that of Judge Wurde- 
man as to granting another parole to 
Drummond. The parole formerly granted 
could not be restored, as several terms 
of court have elapsed since Drummond 
was sentenced. 

‘I gave Thompson a cold reception, 
and told him that I. could. not recom- 
mend a second parole. Drummond’s rec- 
ord, reputation, prominence and reputed 
wealth would be sure to cause the pub- 
lic to belfeve that money had been used 
to influence me if I made such a rec- 
ommendation. The public thinks Drum- 
mond is rich, though I believe he has 
spent nearly all his fortune.” 

Mills says he did not recommend 
the parole granted to. Drummond, 
but that he did recommend that it be 
revoked after it was learned that Drum- 
mon induced a young &t. Louls 
woman to go to New York with 


A special news telegram from Reno, 
Nev., to the Post-Ditpatch last week 


said that a man believed to be Drum- 
mond, and using a name with Drum- 
mond’s initials, was in Reno, Nev. 
This information was given to 
Sheriff Grueninger, who said that he 
would wire at once to Reno to have 
the man held for investigation. Grue- 
ninger begged that nothing be pub- 
lished about the man in Reno, as pub- 
licity, he said, might defeat the ends 
of justice. 

Grueninger now admits that he 
had not sent a telegram to Reno, and 
said he would not do so. His ex- 
planation was that he was tired of 
spending money out of his own pock- 
et to run down Drummond clews. He 
also said that on the night before he 
had received a telephone message 
that Drummond was in St. Louis. 

About the same time a second mes- 
sage from Reno said the man thought 
to be Drummond had left Reno and 
was believed to have come to §&8t, 
Louis.

Seven Testify at Alton Hearing 
That Davis Acted Without 
Their Knowledge. 








WAS ROAD’S PRESIDENT 





Attorney Argues Right to Issue 
Bonds Does Not Rest En- 
tirely With the Board. 





That more than $500,000 worth of the 
Altan, Jacksonville & Peoria railroad’s 
securities were issued without the 
knowledge of the directors, was testified 
to by seven of the directors at a hearing 
in connection with receivership proceed- 
ings before a special master in Alton, 
Wednesday afternoon. 

It was alleged that these issues of se- 
curities were made by Edgar M. Davis. 
a former St. Louis insurance man. who 
was president of the company, which 
planned to build 15 miles of electric 
railway between Godfrey and Jersey- 
ville, Ill. 

John C, McGrath, Clerk of Jersey 
County, and a director of the road, said 
there had been no satisfactory account- 
ing,of the sums spent. 

Suffers a Breakdown. 

It was testified that more than $40,- 
600 a mile has been expended on the 
road, and that a circular issued by 
Davis estimated that $75,000 more would 
be needed to complete it. 

Davis suffered a nervous »reakdown 
when receivership proceedings were 
started, and is now in the West. 

The directors testified they did not 
authorize Davis to pledge $150,000 of a 


loan. They also said that about $300,- 
000 worth of the company’s stock was 
pledged without their knowledge. 


Father Represents Road, 
Davis’ father, Levi Davis, represents 


the company 
ceedings. He argued that the right to 
issue the company’s bonds did not rest 
entirely with the Board of Directors 
and that President Davis had a right to 
act in conjunction with the Alton Bank- 
ing & Trust Co., the trustee. 

The directors who testified are Robert 
Curdie, F. Ei.’ Wyss, J. C. McGrath, J. 
M. Rhodes, George H. Smiley, C. A. 
Caldwell and ©. 8S. Stowell. 

The hearing will be resumed June 3.

By Associated Press. , 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 16.—After 


two hours’ ceaseless effort on the part 
of Bishop J. S. Flipper of Atlanta, 
Ga., to call today’s session of the Afri- 
can Methodist Episcopai 
to order for the 
bishops, the police had to be called in 
to quiet the uproar among the dele- 
gates, which threatened the serenity of 
the neighborhood. 

Fifteen hundred negroes were crowded 
into Allen Chapel, where conference 
sessions are being held and which is 
supposed to seat only 800. The fact 
that there were 15 candidates: for the 
four places as bishop caused guch fac- 
tional. sentiment among the delegatés 
that at 6 a. m., four hours before time 
for calling the convention, the chapel 
was packed. By noon 600 negroes were 
massed about the doors clamoring for 
admission. The uproar that came 
through the windows was loud and 
continuous. 

Bishop Flipper had hammered with his 
gavel and shouted in vain for order more 
than an hour when Dr.'T. M. N. Smith, 
also of Georgia, gained a hearing as 
champion of the opposition. He de- 
nounced Bishop Flipper for using ‘‘the 
methods of boss rule’’ and attempting 
to run “a one-man convention.” 

Bishop Flipper and Dr. Smith finally 
agreed to call the police to try for of- 
der among the excited delegates whb 
could neither be induced to cease ha- 
ranguing among themselves nor to leave 
the chapel. When police advanced to 
tbe plaform and a lieutenant held up 
his hand a hush fell over the room. The

Attorney Argues Right to Issue 
Bonds Does Not Rest En- 
tirely With the Board. 





That more than $600,000 worth of the 
Alton, Jacksonville & Peoria railroad’s 
securities were issued without the 
knowledge of the directors, was testified 
to by seven of the directors at a hearing 
in connection with receivership proceed- 
ings before a special master in Alton, 
Wednesday afternoon. 

It was alleged that these issues of se- 
curities were made by Edgar M. Davis. 
a former St. Louis insurance man. who 
was president of the company, which 


planned to build 15 miles of electric 
railway between Godfrey and Jersey- 
ville, Ill. 

John C, McGrath, Clerk of Jersey 
County, and a director of the road, said 
there had been no satisfactory account- 
ing,of the sums spent. 

Suffers a Breakdown, 

It was testified that more than $40,- 
000 a mile has been expended on the 
road, and that a circular issued by 
Mavis estimated that $75,000 more would 
be needed to complete it. 

Davis suffered a nervous »reakdown 
when receivership proceedings were 
started, and is now in the West. 

The directors testified they did not 
authorize Davis to pledge $150,000 of a 
$600,000 bond issue 
loan. They also said that about $300,- 
000 worth of the company’s stock was 
pledged without their knowledge. 


Father Represents Road, 
Davis’ father, Levi Davis, represents 


the company in 
ceedings. He argued that the right to 
issue the company’s bonds did not rest 
entirely with the Board of Directors 
and that President Davis had a right to 
act in conjunction with the Alton Bank- 
ing & Trust Co., the trustee. 

The directors who testified are Robert 
Curdic, F. Ei. Wyss, J. C. McGrath, J. 
M. Rhodes, George H. Smiley, C. A. 
Caldwell and ©. 8, Stowell. 

The hearing will be resumed June 3.

A. M. E. Uproarious Delegates 
Adjourn When Officers Sug- 
gest a Larger Hall.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 16.—After 


two hours’ ceaseless effort on the part 
of Bishop J. S. Flipper of Atlanta, 
Ga., to call today’s session of the Afri- 
can Methodist Episcopai 
to order for the 
bishops, the police had to te called in 
to quiet the uproar among the dele- 
gates, which threatened the serenity of 
the neighborhood. ; 

Fifteen hundred negroes were crowded 
into Allen Chapel, where conference 
sessions are being held and which is 
supposed to seat only 800. The fact 
that there were 15 candidates: for the 
four places as bishop caused guch fac- 
tional. sentiment among the delegatés 
that at 6 a. m., four hours before time 
for calling the convention, the chapel 
was packed. By noon 600 negroes were 
massed about the doors clamoring for 
admission. The uproar .that came 
through the windows was loud and 
continuous. 

Bishop Flipper had hammered with his 
gavel and shouted in vain for order more 
than an hour when Dr.'T. M. N. Smith, 
also of Georgia, gained a hearing as 
champion of the opposition. He de- 
nounced Bishop Flipper for using ‘the 
methods of boss rule’’ and attempting 
to run “a one-man convention.” 

Bishop Flipper and Dr. Smith finally 
agreed to call the police to try for orf- 
der among the excited delegates who 
could neither be induced to cease ha- 
ranguing among themselves nor to leave 
the chapel. When police advanced to 
tbe plaform and a lieutenant held up 
his hand a hush fell over the room. The 
officer suggested that the body disperse 
and reconvene in Convention Hall 
where there would be ample room for 
feparate caucuses and ‘a peaceable ad- 
justment of difficulties.’’

This letter 
was written about three years before 
Thaw killed Stanford White. 
This letter is dated at Pittsburg, and 
the Herald says it was addressed to 
one of his confidential agents. in New 
York, just after Thaw and Evelyn Nes- 
bit had returned, unmarried, from 
Europe. The letter follows: 
“Dear Mr.

Hope to see you 
next week. Please send a man to J. 
H. B. D.’s place. Ask the servant what 
sort of new exercise he takes once a 
week. Is he geiting armed? I don't, 
but I want to know.

I hope you will have all those 
curious reports of the - 
and of S. W. & H. W. P’s other freaks.

Reginald Francklyn is equally prom- 
inent in old family life here, but is 
noted for the extreme quiet life he 
leads, having few clubs and absolutely 
no Broadway reputation... Craig Wads- 
worth was the second secretary of the 
American Embassy in London in 1903 
and when Thaw deserted the mother 
of Miss Nesbit, Wadsworth was instru- 
mental in having her sent back to the 
United States.

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MEMBERS OF LID. 
ULUBS 10 TESTIFY 


Fifteen Men From “Ruskin So- 
ciety” Wilt Be Quizzed as to 
Owner of Organiation. 





The grand jury will take a new tack 
when it resumes the ld club investiga- 
tion Friday afternoon. Fifteen meth- 
vers of the John Ruskin Club of 506 
Market street have been subpenaed to 
uppear and explain how their names 
came to appéar on the club’s roster. 

The inquisitors also will interrogate 
the members to find out whether they 
know who owns the club. Four clubs, 
ail believed by the grand jury to be 
owned by a St. Louis ward politician 
who \is in frequent conference with the 
Circuit Attorney’s office, will be inves- 
tigated. These clubs, besides the John 
Ruskin Society, are the Zodiac Club, 111 
North Sixth street; the Woodland Club, 
9 North Sixth street, and the Pinafore 
Club, 915. Locust street. 

An investigation of the John Ruskin 
Club by Assistant’ Circuit Attorney 
Rosskopf has shown that its charter 
was originally issued to several law- 
yers and other professional men. It 
was organized in its present quarters, 
Jan. 30, 1912, and it claims a member- 
ship of 375. Its nominal initiation fee 
is $3, with monthly dues of 2 cents. 
Lief Widness of 3744 Olive street appears 
on the police records as president of the 
club.

A committee representing the original 
organizers of the French Renaissance 
Club called on Rosskopf and presented 
him with the club’s original charter and 
minute book. The committee said the 
club was organized by office men who 
wished to have an exclusive place to 
eat. The date of the organization was 
1911. Theodore Vincent was 
employed as chef for the club, the 
committee said. 


wne Charter Surréndered. 
Vincent, who was indicted by the 


grand jury for running the club, sur- 
rendered his certified copy of the 
charter to the police two days ago, 
The grand jury expects to show by 
this investigation how easy it is for 
lid clubs to get certified copies of 
charters of bona fide organizations. 
Many of the ltd clubs are said to be 
operated on such certified copies,

PARACHUTE DROPS 


T wo-Passenger Aeroplane Built 
Here to Be Tested Sunday— 
Albert Berry to Leap. 


A new two-passenger aeroplane, con- 
structed especially for dropping a pas- 
senger in a parachute, will be seen in 
action for the first time at Kinloch 
Park Sunday afterngpn. The machine 
was built at the Benoist plant in St. 
Louis for Dr. F. M. Bell of El Paso,

Capt. Albert Berry will drop from the 
new flyer in the parachute at 4 p. m. 
Unless Dr. Bell succeeds in qualifying 
for his pilot’s license before Sunday the’ 
aeroplane will be operated by Tony 
Jannus. 

The aeroplane is of the traction type, 
the seats arranged tandem. Capt. Berry 
will sit immediately behind the operator, 
and when the plane ascends to an alti- 
tude of 1500 feet he will climb into the 
parachute and drop. Tho flyer is 
equipped with a 75-horsepower motor, 
and has great speed possibilities.

Lord Mersey and Court Amazed 
at Testimony Showing Dis- 
regard of Signals.

LONDON, May 16.—The Titanic inquiry 
has undergone a complete transforma- 
tion. Lord Mersey, the head of the 
court, no longer is the bored cynic. 
From day to day the evidence reveals 
more and more a condition of things 
aboard British ships that pain and 
alarm. 

The testimony given by officers of the 
steamship California was listened to 
with breathless interest and amazement. 
The utter callousness with which the 
Californian, so near by, treated the 
Titanic’s signals of distress seemed in- 
explicable to those following the testi- 
mony. 

Evidence given by her officers estab- 
lished to the satisfaction of everyone, 
including Lord Mersey, that the ship 
that they saw that night, helpless in the 
field of ice and calling by wireless for 
assistance, was the Titanic. 

Charles Grove, third officer of the 
Californian, who was on watch when 
the vessel, now called the “Ship of 
Mystery,’ was first sighted on the 
night of the catastrophe, swore that 
he told Capt. Lord that the vessel was 
a passenger steamer, but the Captain 
thought otherwise. At 11:40 on the fatal 
night—almost at the moment when the 
Titanic struck the iceberg—the lights 
of a steamer he was watching from 
the bridge of the Californian were shut 
out. He belfeves that the turning of 
the steamer two points to port would 
account for this. 

Some of the Titanic crew in their 
evidence said that when the vessel 
struck the helm was put hard to star- 
board and that the Titanic immediate- 
ly swung two points to port. 

Lights Indicated Passenger Steamer. 

Grove said that the steamer he saw 
had two masthead Hght%, indicating 
that she was a passenger steamer. 
When she was. sighted he feported to 
the Captain who came up onto the 
bridge. He tried to signal with a Morse 
lamp but failed. The Captain said she 
did not look like a‘ passenger ship, to 
which Grove replied: “It is, sir. but 
she had put out her lights.’’ Brie 
Captain then said that the only pas- 
senger steamer in the vicinity was the 
Titanic. 

Grove testified further that he also 
told Second Officer Stone, who relieved 
him, that the vessel was a passenger 
ship and that she shut off her lights 
at 11:40. At the time his impression 
was that the lights had been put out, 
as is customary about that time of 
night. After reflection he concluded 
that the lights had been shut off by 
the steamer changing her course, 

Saw Rockets in Night. 

When he was called the next morning 
and told that the Titanic had sunk, 
he went to Stone’s room. Stone told 
him he saw rockets during his watch. 

Lord Mersey interrupted, saying: ‘“‘My 
impression is that when Stone tesfified 
he said he believed the rockets were 
from the Titanic. Do you. believe the 
steamer you saw was the Titanic?’ 

Grove answered: ‘After what I have 
heard since I am decidedly of that 
opinion.”’ 

To the attorney for the Leyland Line 
witness said that if the latitude of 
the Californian and of the Titanic as 
given was correct, then his impression 
was wrong. 

Lord Mersey added: ‘‘And if the lat- 
itude is wrong his impressions may be 
right.”’ 

Witness could not say what had be- 
come of the rough log book in which 
should be entered the fact that rockets 
were seen on the night of April 14. 

“Scrap Log” Destroyed. 
M. F,, Stewart, the first officer of the 





Californian, said he did not believe the

Lord Mersey asked if this is done on 
all the steamers of the Internationa] 
Marine Company. The attorney for the 
Board of Trade was questioning Stewart 
in regard to the change of latitude 
and position on the Californian accord- 
ing to the log book, which shows that 


she went south between noon on April 


13 and April 14 when Lord Mersey in- 
terposed: 

“Do you suggest that the log has 
been doctored?’’ 

The attorney did not reply, but the 
witness said the positions were given 
from observations taken by all the of- 
ficers. There was no reference in the 
“scrap log’’ to rockets. 

Stewart continued that from the 
position in which the Californian lay 
all night and the position of the wreck- 
age seen in the morning he calculated 
that the Califorgian must have been 
thirty miles from the Titanic. Stewart 
was being further questioned about the 
steamer seen firing rockets when Lord 
Mersey observed: 

“Has anybody found out which steam- 
er it was, if it was not the Titanic? 
What is the use of asking the opinion 
of witnesses who did not see the steam- 
er when Grove, who saw it, said he be- 
lieved it was the Titanic?” 

Wireless Man Testifies, 

Evans, the wireless operator of the 
Californian, also testified that he told 
the Captain on the night of the disas- 


ter that he believed the Titanic was 


near the Californian, judging from the 


strength of her signals.

He Tells Jury of His Relations 
With the Wife of the Man 
He Killed. 


JOHNSON AIDS DEFENSE 


St. Louis Lawyer Had Been Sum- 
- moned to Bring Notes of 
Previous Trial. 





Joseph Seid), convicted of the murder 
of Martin Hunning, was the first wit- 
ness for the prosecution at Hillsboro, 
Mo., Thursday in the second trial of 
Mrs. Annie Hunning, accused of the 
same crime. As in the first case; when 
the jury disagreed as to the guilt of 
Mrs, Hunning, Seidl told of his rela- 
tions with the wife of the man he killed. 

Immediately after court convened the 
attorneys for the State and defense an- 
nounced they had finished their chal- 
lenges for the jury. The 12 chosen are: 
W. L. Dickinson, S. W. Steigereyer, J. 
W. Godsey, Charles Null, Frank Schaf- 
fer, Lee ». Huskey, Lee Williams, T. 
J.Williams, William woahr, J. u. .0ore, 
Henry Lippman and ~. Alesworth. 

Prosecutor Miller consumed but lit- 
tle time in his preliminary statement 
to the jury. He at once called Seldl. 
Seidl has not yet been sentenced to 
prison for life as the jury in his case 
directed, the sentence having been 
delayed until after he has finished 
his testimony in the case of Mrs. 
Hunning. 

Shot at Telephone. 

Seidl was questioned so as to draw 
out again the substance of a state- 
ment he made to Sheriff John L 
Bechler and Prosecutor Miller in the 
Hillsboro Jail that he had been very 
friendly with Mrs. Hunning, and that 
he shot her husband, Martin Hunning, 
as he stood talking at a telephone in

In the last trial Seidl testified that 
Mrs. Hunning knew of his plan to kill 
Hunning. He has stated that they ex- 
pected to get married after a time and 
that Mrs. Hunning promised him some- 
thing like $1100 her husband had in bank. 

Mrs. Hunning admitted at the last 
trial that she had warned Seidl her hus- 
band would kill him and that Seid! had 
intimated to her he would kill Martin 
first. She denied, however, that she 
knew anything of the man’s actual plan 
to kill her husband. 

Charles P. Johnson in Case. 

Former Governor Charles P. Johnson, 
who was Mrs. Hunning’s chief counsel 
at the first trial, went to Hillsboro 
Thursday to assist in the defense. 
Through a hitch in the arrangements 
he failed to appear Tuesday and 
Wednesday. Wednesday the other at- 
torneys for the defense applied for an 
order of court to compel him to show 
cause why he should not assist in the 
defense. 

While this matter was under advise- 
ment, Attorneys Reppy and Frazier for. 
Mrs. Hunning obtained a subpena 4di- 
recting him to appear and bring with 
him some notes he had taken at the 
previous trial. Johnson went‘to Hills- 
boro, however, kefore this subpena was 
served upon him.

Conditions in Other Cities. 
The following is a summary of condi- 
tions as Reber found them in other 
cities: 

THE CITY OF WASHINGTON, in 
the District of Columbia, controlled by 
the Federal Government, assumed “he 
consequential damages for abolishing 44 
crossings, and in addition the Federal 
Government paid $1,500,000 to establish 


‘terminals and aid in building a depot 


to bring this about. 

CHICAGO eliminated 585 grade 
crossings at a cost of about $60,000,000 to 
the railroads by the city assuming the 
consequential damages. The actual 
amount paid by the city in consequen- 
tial damages amounted to one-fifth of 
1 per cent of the cost to the railroads. 
The damages claimed amounted to al- 
most $50,000,000, but this amount evap- 
orated almost completely when forced 
tc a test, as in many instances abutting 
property increased in value. 

DETROIT eliminated 37 crossings 
after the city agreed to assume the con- 
sequential damages. The city eventually 
Gid not have to pay one cent of conse- 
quential damages, according to Reber’s 
figures. 

MILWAUKEE assumed the: conse- 
quential damages resulting in the imme- 
diate elimination of 6 grade crossings. 
That city also escaped payment of dam- 
ages, and the proof showed that all. of 
the adjoining property increased - in 
vaiue, instead of decreased, according 
to court. decisions. 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., eliminated 37 
grade crossings under the provisions of 
a general law of that State. The city 
paid 25 per cent of the total cost°of sep- 
arating the grades, the State paid 25 
per cent and the railroads paid the re- 
maining 50 per cent. 


CLEVELAND eliminated its grade 
crossings by paying 35 per cent of the 
entire cost. The railroads paid the re- 
maining 6 per cent. 

CINCINNATI abolished 142 srade 
crossings by paying 5° per cent of tie 
total cost. 

COLUMBUS brought about the 
elimination of its dangerous crossings 
by paying half of the expense, the 
railroads paying the other hal’. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky. eliminated 
grade crossings by paying 42 per cent 
of the total cost of construction. The 
railroads paid 58 per cent of the cost. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., paid 50 per 
cent of the total cost-to eliminate the 
grade crossings immediately, leaving 
one-half té™be paid by the railroads.

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AMERICANIZING THE WHITE HOUSE. 

The single term of six years in the presidency 
has been advocated and discussed favorably ever 
since the sitting of the convention which adopted 
the Federal Constitution. During the whole of 
this long discussion, no argument has been pre- 
sented against it which if now revived would be 
thought worth considering. 3 

As the single term was originally demanded by 
the “republican” or democratic element opposed 
to following British precedents in 1787, its failure 
is part of the unexplained history of the Consti- 
‘tution. Under the precedents established by 
Washington and Jefferson, limiting service in 
the White House to eight years, it has Deen 
taken for granted that we Nave an “unwritten 
law” as effective as the Constitution itself. As 
Roosevelt imitates Grant, this is shown to be a 
mistake. The expense of the demonstration is 
heavy. The disgraceful conflict of factions, the 
recklessness with which money is used to control 
results, the mendacious irresponsibility of dema- 
gogic attack on everything which restrains 
erratic ambition, show the country that the main- 
tenance of the Constitution as a whole, and of 
republican government depending on it, can be 
assured only through ensuring American methods 
in the tenure of the presidency. 

It is enough ‘that an unscrupulous politician 
in the White House can organize a ‘‘machine,” 
make himself a pplitical boss and dictate the 
choice of his successor. The amendment limit- 
ing the tenure of the office to six years should 
go to the states for adoption at once, accompany- 
ing that for the’ popular election of United States 
Senators.

| DISHEARTENING PRIMARY RESULTS. 


A significant feature of the presidential pri- 
maries is the apathy of Democratic voters. The 
Democratic vote in nearly every state where a 
popular vote is provided for under the law is 
dishearteningly small. aes 
In California the Democratic returns - from 
three-fourths of the precincts, with all the popu- 
lous districts in hand, is only 40,000, as com- 
pared with a total of 127,492 for Bryan in 1908. 
Many Democrats voted against Bryan, and this 
year the women have the suffrage. The normal 
number of voters is increased by nearly 100 per 
cent. 

The effect of woman’s suffrage is shown in 
the. Republican primary vote, which in three- 
fourths of the precincts exceeds the Taft vote 
of 1908 by 10,000. There is evidence that a large 
number of women voted in the Republican pri- 
maries, but a great majority of Remocratic men 
and women stayed at home. 

On account of the women voters, California 
shows an exceptional Republican-.result. The Re- 
publican vote in nearly all the primaries propor- 
tionately exceeds the Democratic vote, but the 
result in neither party supports the claims of the 
advocates of the nomination of all candidates by 
primaries. To be sure, in several states the pri- 
mary laws are crude and compel voters to cast 
their ballots under confusing and discotiraging 
conditions. But one would think that the sensa- 
tional fight between a President and an ex-Presi- 
dent for the Republican nomination, and the rare 
opportunity for the success of the Democratic 
party, would pack the polls with the voters of 
both parties. | 

The Democratic situation is amazing. The ac- 
tion of stay-at-home Republicans may be ex- 
plained on the theory of disgust with both candi- 
dates. But the crisis in the Democratic party should 
fire the party voters with an ardent desire to par- 
ticipate in the selection of the man upon whom 
the first opportunity for victory in 16 years de- 
pends. | 

These political conditions chill the hope of 
intelligent action toward vital political and eco- 
nomic reforms. They prove that we. have not yet 
solved the problem of overthrowing party bossism 
and restoring party control to the people. The 
primary results are not the intelligent conclusions 
of majorities of all the party voters. 
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It is a pity such a fine body of business men 
as the wholesale grocers should fight progress by 
opposing the parcels post, while, at the same time 
they promote progress by favoring 1-cent letter 
postage. oe ee 
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A TASTE OF ANARCHISM. 

The vigilantes of San Diego, Cal., were guilty 
of illegal acts in tarring and feathering Ben Reit- 
man, manager and companion of Emma Gold- 
man, and in throwing him across the border of 
the county with a warning not to return. 

Singularly enough, Emma Goldman, who de- 
nounces the police as brutal instruments of or- 
ganized tyranny, appealed to the San Diego po- 
lice for protection. She was saved from the vigi- 
lantes by a guard of bluecoats. 

But “Dr.” Reitman and Miss Goldman carnot 
consistently protest against their illegal and vio- 





lent treatment. The “doctor” preaches violence; 
he teaches disrespect for all laws and for orderly 
government. When he was in St. Louis he 
urged the unemployed to take what they wanted 
regardless of law. He advocated burglary. Miss 
Goldman is the leading exponent of anarchy and 
“direct action” in this country. 

Goldman and Reitman have sowed the wind 
and are reaping the whirlwind. The Goldmar 
scare and the Reitman:suit of tar and feathers 
are mild foretastes of the reign of lawlessness 
they preach. 
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If a merger has increased the offensive and de- 
fensive strength of forces inimical to the pub- 
lic interest, why would it not be a good thing 
for St. Louis’ civic bodies, which now fight in 
numerous scattered detachments for purposes 
beneficial to the public interest? 
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THE ST. LOUIS CONTESTED ELECTION. 

The election contest over the 1910 vote on cer- 
tain State officers in St. Louis ends in a finding 
of no fraud vitiating the result. That an. ex- 
pression evidencing an overwhelming popular 
sentiment is not to be set aside on technicalities 
is gratifying. 

The cost in labor and money of pressing this 
contest through 18 months has by no means 
been wasted. Though: so evenly divided between 
the two parties as not to affect the result, irreg- 
ularities were found to exist in great numbers. 
The reversal obtained in this case of the judicial 
rule preventing pursuit of fraud into the hallot 
boxes alone compensates for the effort expended. 

The need of greater safeguards for the purity of 

the ballot is clearly indicated. It may be that 
the best way of preventing the future duplica- 
tion of some of the more serious 1910 irregu- 
larities will be found in a revision of the Aus- 
tralian election statutes. 
That no far-fetched consteuction of the secret 
ballot law will longer avail -to protect election 
fixers by concealing the proof of their guilt 
ought to be a deterrent on future fraud. 
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BARREN IDEALITIES. 
Another national convention of the Socialists 
calls attention to the present status of Socialism 
in the United States, There are some signs that 
American Socialists have entered upon the most 
critical period of their political career. The cri- 
sis will arrive when the conflict becomes acute 
between the practical American spirit and the 
philosophical abstractions of those whose So- 
cialism is a rigorous system of thought, derived 
from the teachings of a few men who were great 
reasoners, but not at all men of affairs. 
The primary defect of Socialism is that it did 
not grow, but was made. As it exists today, 
Karl Marx may be said to have created it. Years 
ago we used to hear much about fiat money, 
and certainly philosophical Socialism is fiat “poli- 
tics. It has no roots in experience, no growth 
from the soil of human endeavors. : 
It is the immensity and revolutionary charac- 
ter of the Socialistic system in its entirety that 
ts 
now. — 
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this earthly life. They are told that such ® 
hope requires too much faith. But it requires 
just as much faith, if not more, to believe that 
in such a complex affair as the whole economic 
ordering of our modern life, a lonely German 
thinker was able to see, half a century ago, the 
true path of progress, and to promise mankind 
a terrestrial paradise on a made-to-order plan. 
Between the Marxian dreamers who havé 
heretofore controlled American Socialism and 
the more practical men in the ranks of the par-

The dirt system should be succeeded by the 
cencrete system. Concrete embankments can be 
made that will control and resist the water and 
protect life and property from a repetition of 
present conditions. Gifford Pinchot estimates 
that there are 77,000,000 acres in the Mississippl 
Valley subject to overflow. This area organized, 
or incorporated into an Interstate Reclamatfon 
District, authorized to issue bonds at the rate of 
one dollar an acre a year for 99 years will pro- 
vide a revenue that will build a solid corcrete 
wall forty feet high, seventeen feet wide at the 
base, three feet wide at the top, on both sides 
of the river for 1500 miles, at a cost of one dollar 
a cubic foot, and have money left. 

Concrete builders tell me that the work can 
be done at a profit at twenty-five cents a cubic 
foot. Whether the cost be 25c, 50c or $1 per 
cubic foot, the scope of the plan suggested is 
ample to build this needed protection and make 
the land pay for it.

If the applicant is able to pay, there 
ls a charge of 1 cent per bottle for the 
small size, 2 cents for the larger size 
and 3 cents for the whoie milk. A de- 
posit of 2 cents is required for each bot- 
tle taken, which sum is returned when 
the bottle is brought back. The total] 
number of bottles of milk handled last 
year was 707,660, averaging per day dur- 
ing the 12 months 1939 bottles, which fed 
ar average of 380 babies daily. 


Big Decrease in Baby Death Rate. 
To the best of its ability, dependent 


upon the amount of money contributed, ; 
the commission maintains physicians 
and nurses at the pure milk stations 
and has regular daily ‘feeding clinics” 
tu teach mothers the proper manner of 
handling and using the milk, and also 
it sends nurses to the homes of the poor 
to give instruction along these “same 
lines. 

To prove the necessity of this system 
being made possible at all the pure milk 
stations the latest annual report of the 
commission’s distributing , committee- 
points out that “where such supervision 
in connection with one station Was ex- 
ercised over 266 babies during one year, 
there was a death rate of only 4 per 
cent, while in this same district the 
general death rate of children under 1 
year was 20 per cent. It is reason- 
able to suppose that what was accom- 
plished for the “pure milk” babies at 
one station could be attained by all sta- 
tions if there was a nurse provided for 
each station, or each nurse provided 
worked with one station only, rather 
than trying to cover 80 much ground.”

ALUMINUM TRUST 


Nine Broad Injunctions Against 
Monopoly Are Sought in a 
Civil Suit. 


BASIS OF AGREED DECREE 


————— 





Company in 1888 Had $20,000 
Capitalization — Assets Now 
$27,000,000.

PITTSBURG, Pa., May 16. —The Fed- 


eral Government today filed a civil 
anti-trust suit against "the Aluminum 
Co. of America, which will be the 
basis for an agreed decree designed to 
restrain the so-called Aluminum Trust 
from monopolizing the manufacture of 
aluminum and its products, including 
cooking utensils, 

In a petition in equity to the United 
Stat@s Court for the Eastern Division 
of Pennsylvania, the company is charg- 
ed with being a monopoly restraining 
interstate and foreign commerce in vio- 
lation of the Sherman law. It is de- 
clared to have acquired a substantial 


control of the aluminum industry in the . 
United Stages and to have charged un- | 


reasonably high prices and profits on its 
products. The dissolution of the. cor- 
poration is not sought, but the Court is 
asked to issue nine broad injunctions 
against alleged unlawful contracts, 
combinations, conspiracies 
tices. 
Ownership Not Unlawful. 

The Government concedes that the 
company’s ownership of more than 90 
per cent of the known deposits of 
bauxite (base of aluminum) in_ the 


United States and Canada suitable for “af 


the manufacture of the metal js ‘‘not 
within itself umlawful.” It is charged, 
however, that the practical monopoly in 
both bauxite and the manufacture of 
Aluminum which the company legally 
enjoyed on the expiration of its patents 
for makirg alyminum tin 1909 has been 
maintained by unlawful agreements and 
unfair methods to-vards competitors. 

The extent of other beauxite deposits 
in the United! States is not known at 
this time, but it is pointed out that 
there are inexhaustible quantities 
abr®ad which | could be placed at :tne 
disposal of competitors for aluminum 
manufacture if the restraints on the 
trade were removed. 


The history of the alumininum cook- 
ing utensil industry in the United 
States says the petition is a history of 
shipwrecks, ‘“‘caused chiefly op contri- 
buted to by the arbitrary,“ discrimina- 
tory and unfair — of the defend- 
ant.’’ 


The agreed decree, which will be 
entered within a few days, will follow 
the government's prayer for restraints 
on the company. This agreement ob- 
viating a prolonged battle in the courts, 
Was the result of several weeks of 
negotiations between the departm:nt of 
justice and the corporation. 

William T. Chantland. special assist- 
ant to the attorney-general, is in charge 
of the case which he developed for the 
Government. The bill also is signed 
by Attorney-General Wickersham, As- 
sistant to Attorney-General Fowler, 
and United States Attorney Jordan of 
Pittsburg.

“Another $1,500,000 transfer of 
currency was arranged for San Fran- 
cisco through the subtreasury, and 
the banks here made some _ fairly 
large shipments to interior markets. 
But the withdrawals were not impor- 
tant so far as their influence upon 
the money market was concerned, 
since the inquiry for funds from both 
stock market borrowers and mercan- 
tile quarters was much less than 
that which is often at this time of 
year.
